Only  Legal  by  By-Laws 

$600  SI  PPORTERS 
SHOW  RESENTMEN1 


I  .f  union  over  the  Mayor  and 
Alderman  Remuneration  By-Law 
on  the  agenda  .sheet  for  last  night's 
meeting  of  the  council  was  such 
that  the  entire  question  of  alder- 
men s  Indemnity  waa  stood  over  far 
one  week 

City  Solicitor  H  S.  Prlngle  stated 
that  increases  in  aldermen's  or 
mayor's  salaries  could  be  legally 
made  only  through  a  by-law.  The 
last  by-law  passed  in  this  regard 
was  thirty-six  years  ago.  so>  there 
waa  some  doubt  existing  as  to  the 
right  of  past  mayor's  to  receive  In- 
creases In  salary. 

The.  by-law  as  brought  in  la*t 
night  set  aldermen's  salaries  at 
11,000  and  the  mayors  at  14.000. 
Those  who  had  supported  an  In- 
crease to  $600  the  previous  week 
were  opposed  to  the  by-law  on  the 
grounds  that  they  did  not  favor  the 
$1,000 

Apparently  some  differences  of 
opinion  had  existed  between  the 
solicitor  and  the  city's  counsel  on 
the  question  of  the  by-law.  to  It 
was  decided  to  stand  It  over. 

Alderman  Dewar  wanted  to  know 
If  the  by-law  on  the  agenda  waa 
the  original  draft.  Mayor  Anscomb 
said  that  It  waa  not.  that  he  had 
authorized  the  amount  for  aldermen 
in  the  by-law  to  be  changed  from 
1000  to  $1,000.  which  is  the  maxi- 
mum allowed  in  the  Municipal  Act. 
This  was  done  so  that  if  the  by- 
law passed,  aldermen  would  be  able 
to  vote  whatever  salary  they  liked 
without  having  to  amend  the  by- 
law, which  had  been  worded  that 
aldermen  should  receive  not  more 
than  $1,000  a  year  The  indemnity 
could  be  any  amount  below  that,  or 
up  to  $1,000. 

Both  Alderman  Dewar  and  Alder- 
man Litchfield  took  exception  to  the 
mayor  Instructing  such  a  change 
without  first  consulting  the  alder- 
men. They  did  not  favor  the 
$1,000  figure.  They  wanted  the 
specific  figure  of  the  salary  that 
they  had  voted  mentioned  In  the 
by-law. 

Mr.  Princle  vindicated  the  mayor 
by  saying  that  it  was  his  sugges- 
tion that  It  be  $1,000.  He  had  done 
this  In  order  to  avoid  further 
amendments  to  the  by-law.  By 
having  it  worded  "not  more  than 
$1,000"  the  City  Council  waa  in  a 
position  to  vote  aldermen  an  in- 
demnity ranging  from  nothing  at 
all  up  to  $1,000. 

A  poln*.  brought  out  by  Alderman 
John  Worthlngton  was  that  if  the 
by-law  did  not  pass,  the  aldermen 
and  the  mayor  would  not  be  en- 
titled to  an  indemnity  other  than 
that  authorised  thirty-six  years  ago. 
which  waa  $2,000  for  the  mayor  and 
$400  for  aldermen.

growers,  so  that  they  could  ship  J 
their  berries  to  Prairie  pointa  in  a 
much  better  condition    than  was 
ever    obtainable    under    the  old 
system. 

The  B  Wilson  Company  was  also 
installing  the  Sharp  freezing  system, 
so  that  berries  In  barrel*  could  be 
frozen  at  a  point  below  xero  for 
.shipment  to  Jam  factories.  This  new 
system  would  also  help  to  stabilize 
the  berry  market.  Mr.  Tanner  stated. 
He  pointed  out  that  If  four  carloads 
of  strawberries  were  ready  for  .ship- 
ment to  the  Pralrlea  and  It  was 
found  to  send  the  four  would  glut 
the  market,  two  of  the  cara  could 
be  frozen  under  the  Sharp  system 
for  shipment  to  Jam  factories  and  a 
stable  price  thus  maintained  on  the 
Prairie  market.  It  waa  necessary  to 
do  this  owing  to  the  ahnrt  season. 
The  market  would  not  adjitst  itself 
In  so  ahort  a  season  without  arti- 
ficial adjustment. 

Mr  Tanner  said  that  loganberry 
planting  would  be  increased  this 
year,  as  also  would  strawberry  plant- 
ing. It  waa  impossible  at  the  pres- 
ent time  to  forecast  what  this  year's 
crop  would  be.  Another  three  weeks 
would  place  them  lu  a  position 
where  they  would  know  something 
of  the  crop  to  be  expected.

With  the  enUre  country  now  keen- 
ly alive  to  oU.  and  pouring  money 
into  Turner  Valley,  which  geograph- 
ically is  due  north  of  the  Flathead, 
Mr.  Fisher  foresees  before  long  the 
day  of  the  FlaUiead,  particularly  if 
the  hole  being  drilled  by  the  British 
Columbia  Oil  A:  Development  Com- 
pany lull  ills  its  promise.  Llfli  June 
the  company  struck  a  heavy  How  of 
wet  gas.  estimated  at  8.000,000  feet 
a  day,  said  to  be  equivalent  to  300 
barrels  of  oil,  at  1.380  feet.  This 
was  'cemented  otf."  but  later  blew 
out  between  the  castings.  Drilling 
was  suspended  last  December  for  the 
Winter.  According  to  the  geology 
of  the  region,  two  more  sands  are 
still  to  be  tapped,  the  Ells  and 
the  Morrison. 

If  the  Flacnead  Valley  proves  to 
be  a  genuine  oilfield,  as  everything, 
including  the  many  seepages,  and 
the  known  formations,  indicates. 
Mr  Fisher  states  comparaUvely 
shallow  depths  will  be  sufficient  to 
tap  the. oil  rclaUvely  to  the  Turner 
Valley  field,  since  the  first  belt  of 
the  Kootenay  sands,  which  in  the 
Turner  Valley  is  only  reached  after 
several  other  formaUons  have  been 
penetrated,  begins  with  Uie  surface 
in  the  Flathead,  where  the  over- 
lying formations  liave  been  eroded 
oft. 

"The  one  Government  that  has 
taken  an  effectual  interest  in  uie 
development  of  the  Flathead  was  the 
McBride  Government,  which  in  Ita 
early  days  constructed  a  road  lrom 
Corbln  south  to  the  international 
boundary."  said  Mr.  Fisher,  when 
discussing  Uie  aspect  of  access. 

"From  Corbln  to  the  townsite  of 
Flathead,  a  distance  of  fifteen  miles, 
this  road  is  still  in  use.  for  cars 
from  Corbln.  tliough  a  little  rough. 

'The  portion  from  the  townalte 
south  to  the  boundary,  however,  is 
overgrown,  and  last  year  Uie  last 
of  five  bridges  over  the  Flathead 
River  went  out.  This  comprises  the 
greater  portion  of  the  valley,  the 
international  boundary  being  forty- 
three  miles  from  the  summit  at 
Crowsnest,  In  the  Crows'  Neat 
Pass. 

"About  six  years  ago  the  Oliver 
Government  built  a  bridge  near  Uie 
international  boundary  that  en- 
abled road  traffic  to  get  into  the 
field  from  Montana. 

"Last  year  the  MacLean  Govern- 
ment put  through  a  vote  of  $80,000 
for  renewing  of  the  road  and  bridge 
from  Flathead  townsite  south,  but 
stopped  the  work  practically  as  soon 
as  it  was  imttated. 

"We  are  m  hopes  that  the  Tolmie 
Government  will  do  this  thirty  mllei 
of  reconstruction,  and  will  also  con- 
nect the  area  with  the  provincial 
road  system  by  completing  the  slx- 
mlle  link  between  Corbln  and 
Mcotlllvray.

The  adverse  trade  balance  for  Canada  for  the 
February  last  return*  amounta  to  $14,782,710.  The 
BfeUkl  favorable  balance  of  trade  enjoyed  by  trim 
country  for  the  eleven  months  of  the  fiscal  year 
ending  In  February  was  $118,498,277.  as  compared 
with  $220,277,071  two  years  ago  The  total  trade 
for  the  current  fiscal  year  la  $300,000,000  higher 
than  In  1027,  and  the  Increase  la  accounted  for 
by  export*  increasing  $100,000,000  and  imports 
by  $200,000,000.  Thus  Canada.  In  proportion  to 
what  she  exports,  la  Importing  more  every  year. 
Canada's  trade  increase  this  year  Is  partly  ac- 
counted for  by  exports  of  grain  and  flour  For  the 
seven  months  ending  last  February  the  wheat 
exports  were  valued  at  $278,805,000,  as  compared 
with  $228,805,000  for  1928.  Oraln  and  flour  ex- 
ports Increased  In  value  by  $63,220,110  during  the 
aeven-month  period  ending  February  over  the 
export  period  of  the  previous  crop  year. 

The  feature  of  Canadian  trade  at  the  preaent 
time  la  that  there  la  a  decided  lncreaae  in  Imports 
and  by  no  means  so  large  an  Increase  In  exports 
According  to  the  trade  figures  for  1928  Canada 
has  an  adverse  balance  of  trade  with  the  United 
8tates  of  $241,500,000  and  a  favorable  balance  of 
trado  with  Oreat  Britain  of  $224,800,000.  The 
fact  la.  however,  that  the  money  which  the  Do- 
minion secure*  by  selling  goods  to  Britain  does 
not  remain  at  home.  It  goes  to  the  United  States 
to  pay  for  the  adverse  trade  balance  which  Can- 
ada has  with  that  country. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Brady  rSkeena)  apeaklng  in  the 
House  of  Commons  has  been  analyzing  the  trade 
figures  of  Canada.  He  says  that  Canada  today 
Is  finding  it  more  difficult  than  ever  to  retain  the 
major  portion  of  the  financial  value  and  the  na- 
tion-building value  of  her  natural  resources  and 
producta.  In  spite  of  the  wealth  of  her  great  nat- 
ural resources.  In  pointing  the  moral  he  aays 
that  In  the  nine  months  ending  December  31. 
1928.  we  sent  to  the  United  States  $135,000,000 
worth  of  semi-raw  or  semi-manufactured  prod- 
ucts from  our  three  mineral  groups,  and  we  Im- 
ported $437,000,000  worth.  In  effect  what  Canada 
la  doing  Is  to  send  out  of  the  country  each  day 
of  the  year  $1,000,000  to  buy  goods  which  could 
be  manufactured  at  home.  "If."  says  Mr.  Brady, 
"we  could  take  Just  half  of  the  manufactured 
goods  we  Import  from  the  United  States  lover 
$800,000,000'  and  manufacture  them  here  and 
keep  $400,000,000  in  Canada  to  circulate  here  and 
build  up  our  domestic  industries,  what  could  we 
do  with  It?  We  could  aolve  the  problem  of  the 
Minister  of  Immigration  overnight.  .  Not  only 
would  every  boy  and  young  man  in  Canada  be 
given  a  chance  to  live  here  aud  earn  his  living 
but  we  could  assist  the  Motherland  as  well  and 
Invite  the  best  stock  of  Europe  and  give  them  all 
work."

The  next  great  movement  of  white  people  in 
North  America  may  well  be  to  the  west  coast  of 
Mexico.  In  soli  and  productive  power  thla  region 
rivals  California.  Today  It  offers  opportunities 
such  as  the  Pacific  Coa3t  offered  a  generation 
ago.  and  Its  population  Is  still  only  a  few  people 
to  the  square  mile.  Already  numerous  colonists 
are  settled  there  in  the  Yaqul.  Fuerte  and  other 
valleys.  Pioneering,  they  clear  the  land,  build 
roads  and  face  the  hardships  of  frontier  lire 
These  pioneers  of  the  Mexican  West  Coast  have 
more  than  once  had  to  defend  their  homes 
against  raiding  Indians.  Now  American  capital 
la  completing  a  new  railway  which.  In  the  early 
future,  will  make  It  possible  to  go  from  Loa  An- 
Kolea  to  Mexico  City  over  the  old  West  Coast 
Jesuit  trail.  Over  this  railway  last  year  these 
American  colonists  shipped  out  thousands  of  car- 
loads of  fresh  vegetables  and  other  farm  produce. 
They  sent  tomatoes  and  peas  In  midwinter  as 
far  os  New  York  and  Montreal.  These  exports 
sold  for  many  millions. 

Here  to  a  sinicular  degree  la  proof  that  Mexi- 
cans and  foreigners,  by  hard  work  and  mutual 
understanding,  can  aolve  many  of  Mexico*  prob- 
lem*. The  great  American-owned  United  Sugar 
company  In  Slnolia  affords  a  good  example  of 
co-operation  between  foreign  capital  and  native 
labor  It  builds  and  operates  free  schools,  play- 
ground* and  hospitals.  It  has  virtually  eliminated 
labor  troubles  among  Its  thousands  of  employees. 
It  sells  foodstuffs  at  prices  below  the  market, 
thus  helping  to  hold  Its  workers  together  and 
keep  them  satisfied  To  mill-workers  it  gives  the 
free  use  of  land,  water  and  seed.  To  others  it 
deed*  land  after  a  number  of*  annual  rcntala  have 
been  paid.  "Yet  this  policy  pays  us  big  In  the  long 
run."  It*  president  recently  told  a  well-known 
Victoria  business  man  "We  can.  however,  do 
w»th  a  considerable  infiltration  of  the  best  kind 
Of  American  and  Canadian  cltlsens  to  leaven 
Mevtran  labor  Not.  I  mean,  as  actual  manual
